2. Von BOLSCKWINO has been working for US Intelligence organisations 
for the past eight years, six of vMcb have been spent in Agency-oponcored 
intelligence activities. Bemuse of Eds services on behalf cf US Intelli- 
gence organi eati ons , it ia considered desirable to assist von BOLSCHWIWC * 
to come to the United States pn an immigration visa, but we do not ; wish 

to sponsor bin under Section 8 of the CIA act - of . 1949* C J has 

indicated that because of Von^BOhSCHVIKQ *a membership IntheHSDAPand the 
HD (details of Irhich are set forth below), hia entry into - the United States 
must bo cleared with the Laaigration and NaturoHsation Service# Since 
von BOLSCKVIHC has been advised by case officers that all reasonable assis- 
tance will be given bin to cone into this country on an immigration Visa, 
the use of your good offices in talcing the matter up with I and K3 is rr- 
requested,

According to von BQLSCHWIKG, he ran into difficulty when in Msqrch 1932 he 
tried to get Government consent to eroct a cenent factory in East Prussia, 
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After discussing the problem with leaders, of all, parties, and rooting with 
interest, but no support, he was advised by the siilitnry district commander 
in East Prussia to take the mutter up with the "coding* NSDAP# Von BOLSCHWIflG 
then contacted the Gauleiter through his brother 1 * butler .who was & local 
NSDAP group leader# The butler agreed to arrange the meeting on condition 
that Von BOISCHWING fill out a Party application fora^.Voh B0L3CIIWIN0 did 
so, although he considered the application as. a mere formality. He took 
no part in forty affairs, nor did he x«ot the Gauleiter. Tx i 1934, when in 
the MLddlo East, he learned that the application hod been accepted# He did 
not participate id any Party affairs, and was rebuked by the group leader in 
Palestine for. this 1 # In 1?35 when he was in Germany negotiating for the 
general agency of the ; Autoxinion firm in tho Middle East^ he was informed 
that the Auslandaorganisation (section of the NSDAP dealing with' Germans 
abroad) had refused to grant him the agency because he had not complied 
with Party directives# In an atte- pt to protect himself against these 
charges, he arranged through his brother f s butler to get him forty aembefc- 
ship book by paying the fees back to 1932#

In the winter of 1937-33, and a ruin in 1933, von B0L3CHVIKG vaa arrested 
by the Gestapo and accused of pro-Je wish sympathies, out was freed by the 
intervention of highly-placed S3 connections who offered him protection in 
returt for payment# When the war broke out .in September 1939 he. was called 
to the Hilfapolizei, but through : the holp of -the highly placed connections 
just mentioned, he was made SD chief of intelligence’ ad interim in Rumania# 

In arranging the appointment the S3, connections "cooked up* the story that 
von BOLSGHWING was a reliable old-time Nasi- and that he had been an SS 
applicant since 1937* In April 194'- von BOLSCHWIKG was informed that he 
had become • Outer oturmfShrer 11 in the S3; two promotions were given him 
between then .and barly in 1941. * From 19.39 until February 1941 ho. was in 
Rumania as chief of SD. intelligence under Foreign Office cover. At the 
end of this tine, becauso of disagreement with the Nasi Party on their 
policy toward the Rumanian Iron Guard, he got into serious trouble. Several 
months later he was sent on an intelligence mission to Greece where he this 
time disagreed with the forty^s automatic arrest policy, was relieved of 
his command and returned to. Berlin. Through the influence of S3 General 
JQST, he was assigned in August 1941 to 13 work in Holland, from which he 
tried to build a line, to Portugal to contact Venter:: intelligence directly# 
When JGST fell into disgrace von BOLSGi.'WISG was- recalled to Berlin in 
December 1941 and henceforth was under watch by the Gestapo* He was under 
medical treatment until July 1942, but in September 1942 was arrested 
by the Gcntcpo and kept in- Gestapo confinement in Berlin until April 1943 • 
During this tiro he claims it was discovered that his Party membership was 
•more than dubious” and that had "actually never been an SS member n 
(apparently it was found out that the stories made up by von BOLflCHWIJ<G f fl 
sponsors to get him the SD assignment in Bucharest were untrue)* In a 
seeming effort to .^ave face, the SS demoted hin from officer to enlistod 
man rank and then discharged hia from tho 3S#

Ai.'TI-WAZI and RESISTANCE ACTIVITIES 

Aftor his release by the Gestapo, tor BOLSCHWING obtained a pooition in 
Vienna as manager of the Austrian branch of -& pharmaoeutical concern* His 
second wife,.. whom he married in 1943, is part Jewish* Von BOLSCHWING maifo 
contact with members of the Vienna resistance clergy; in 1944 through his 
brother-in-law he mode contact with a small resistance group in the Tyrol. 
In. February 1945 he w as arrested by the Gestapo, Vienna* but was released 
after giving -a bribe* Be then fled with his wife to the Tyrol where he 
worked in a resistance group with which he had been in contact for some 
time* For. his activities on behalf on Austrian Resistance he was awarded 
the Tyrolean honor certificate ih May 1946. 

Complying with Austrian law, von BOLSCHVING registered in February 
1950, indicating that he had held the rank of Hauptstflrnfflhror, but was 
informed several, days later that through a decision made by Austrian 
authorities he was exempted from registration because of his Austrian 
resistance activities.

Von BOLSCHWING met the incoming American troops in the Tyrol, worked with 
their security forces several rionth3, and earned mc^nendations If ron those 
units for his work. From the end of 1945 through 1946 ha worked for the 
tJS Military Government, nostly-'ln the Garmia ch- Porte nkirchon area (southern 
Bavaria). Since June 1947 ho has been employed in Agency-sponsored iirtell- 
igneca activities. ; 

PRIOR-TRIP TO THE UNITED STATES 

As of possible interest to the present problem is the fact that 
von BOLSCHVING visited the United States in 1939. At that time he wanted 
to emigrate to the United States and made a preliminary trip to look over 
financial possibilities- here. He returned to Germany, intending to ends’ rate 
with his wife and infant son, but the outbreak of war made thsse plaps 
. Impossible.
